"Y" category document (indicating a document of particular relevance if combined with another 
document of the same category), with respect to claims 1-30 of the PCT application. The 
International Examiner indicated that column 1, lines 45-67; column 7, lines 5-22; and column 
11, lines 1 1-30 are relevant; and 

U.S. Patent No. 5,377,188 to SEKI, entitled "Communication System Capable of 
Detecting Missed Messages", which issued on December 27, 1994. Applicant notes that this 
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document was cited as a "Y" category document with respect to claims 1-30 of the PCT 
application. The International Examiner indicated that the Abstract; and column 2, lines 23-53 
are relevant.

Applicant notes that this document was cited as an "A" category document (indicating the state 
of the art) and as a "P" category document (indicating a document published prior to the 
international filing date of the PCT application, but later than the claimed priority date), with 
respect to claims 1-48 of the PCT application. The International Examiner indicated that column 
2, line 60 to column 3, line 18 is relevant; and 

U.S. Patent No. 6,064,693 to OLIVER et al., entitled "System and Method for 
Handling Underrun of Compressed Speech Frames Due to Unsynchronized Receive and 
Transmit Clock Rates", which issued on May 16, 2000. Applicant notes that this document was 
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cited as an "A" category document and as an "E" category document (indicating earlier document 
published on or after the International filing date), with respect to claims 1-48 of the PCT 
application. The International Examiner indicated that column 4, lines 17-63 is relevant.
